"About 30 or -!fl 
gallons — sometimes more. It 
depends upon the menus for 
the week.''

time schedule of making stock 
in these quantities, Captain 
explained,

meat and 


bones go in the pot in the 
morning and simmer all day; 
vegetables go in during the 
evening and everything blends 
together until the following 
morning, when it is strained.

This stock is the basis of an 


excellent thick onion soup; a 
pot du jour — vegetables and 
herbs in combinations that 
defy indentification; the Bor- 
delaise sauce that covers the 
tenderloin rondelles — in ad- 
dition to many other compo- 
nents of a given meal. At 
"The Gazebo" it is this sim- 
ple!

Information to Voters 


The following instructions are given for the information and guidance of voters: 


A voter unnn entering the polling place and giving his nnrne nnH resi^pnre will 


receive a ballot from the ballot clerk which must have indorsed thereon the names 
or initials of both ballot clerks, and no other ballot can be used. Upon receiving his 
ballot, the voter must retire alone to a booth or compartment and prepare the same 
for voting. A ballot clerk may inform the voter as to the proper manner of marking a 
ballot, but he must not advise or indicate in any manner whom to vote for. 


At a nonpartisan primary election, the voter shall place a cross or other mark in 


the square at the right of the name of the candidate for whom he intends to vote, or 
by inserting or writing in 'the name of any other candidate. 


The ballot should not be marked in any other manner. If the ballot be spoiled, it 


must be returned to the ballot clerk, who must issue another in its stead, but not more 
than three in all shall be issued to any one voter. Five minutes' time is allowed in booth 
to mark ballot. Unofficial ballots or memorandum to assist the voter in marking his 
ballot can be taken into the booth, and may be used to copy from. The ballot must 
not be shown so that any person can see how it has been marked by the voter. 


After it is marked it should be folded so that the inside cannot be seen, but so 


that the printed endorsements and signatures of the ballot clerks on the outside 
may be seen. Then the voter should pass out ot the booth or compartment, give his 
name to the inspector in charge of the ballot box, hand him his ballot to be placed 
in the box, and pass out of the voting place. 


A voter, who declares to the presiding officer that he is unable to read, or that 


by reason of physical disability he is unable to mark his ballot, can have assistance 
of two election officers in marking same, to be chosen by the voter; and if he declares 
that he is visually handicapped, he may have anyone assist him in marking his ballot 
or operating a voting machine. The presiding officer may administer an oath in his 
discretion, as to such person's disability.

The dead man, David 
Ferrie, who had earlier denied to a 
reporter that he had had anything to do 
with the assassination, died last week in 
New Orleans, apparently of natural causes. 


The trouble here is that looking at the 


assassination from the point of view that 
there was some sort of widespread conspir- 
acy is almost sure to bring up what appears 
to be evidence that there was. Several 
authors, including the attorney who was 
hired by Mrs. Oswald to try to clear her 
son's name, have written on the murder 
and arrived at different conclusions. Ram- 
parts magazine ran an article by a Texas 
newsman trying to tie up the various 
deaths of people connected with 
the 


investigation. And incidentally now another 
one has died after scurrying about much of 
the country and claiming that "agents" 
were after him. 


Garrison has refused to turn over 


anything he may know or any evidence he 
may have to federal authorities on the 
grounds that this is a New Orleans 
situation. But in reality he probably wants 
the notoriety he is getting. Deeper than 
that, however, is the growing feeling that 


the federal authorities bungled the original 
investigation which led to the Warren 
Report and that they don't deserve the 
information gathered by Louisiana state and 
municipal officials—if there is any. 


There will always be people in the 


country who will be convinced that the 
assassination was either a Communist or 
right-wing conspiracy, either for the bene- 
fit of a foreign power or oil interests. But 
the deficiencies in the Warren Report, and 
some pretty well-founded charges that it 
was hastily assembled to soothe and allay 
fears with a previously conceived judge- 
ment, continue to make every possible con- 
nection with the assassination of far greater 
import than it ordinarily would have. The 
emotional antagonism among intellectuals 
to President Johnson has culminated in the 
shocking MacBird. a play based on Macbeth 
but which assumes that Vice President 
Johnson murdered President Kennedy. The 
almost hysterical fear of either Communists 
or the right wing by some otherwise 
rational Americans contributes heavily to 
the doubt. As the preface to that famous 
book Extraordinary Popular Delusions or 
The Madness of Crowds points out. "men. it 
has been well said, think in herds: it will be 
seen that they go mad in herds, while they 
only recover their senses slowly and one by 
one." 


Congress should authorize a new study 


of the assassination with all the bits and 
pieces that have 
developed 
since 
the 


Warren Commission disbanded. It should 
not be a hasty business and it should not be 
undertaken with the assumption that the 
assassination was either a conspiracy or a 
one-man job. There is too much doubt and 
suspicion abroad in the nation and it 
appears to be growing. 


L/ppmann's Predictions in 1943 


There has been well-founded criticism 


of some of the intellectual opposition to our 
role in Vietnam with charges that the 
"isolationism" which was a grievous sin in 
1940 has become for the very same people 
the most noble of virtues. The trouble is 
that Americans generally are inclined to 
see themselves as a peculiar people with a 
mission to save the world. In 
compas- 


sion perhaps there should be no argument 
with this point of view but our idealism too 
often conflicts with the realities of foreign 
policy. 


Henry Steele Commager. testifying be- 


fore the Senate Foreign Relations Commit- 
tee, said that "it is not our duty to keep 
peace throughout the globe, to put down 
aggression wherever it starts up, to stop 
the advance of communism or other isms 
which we may not approve of ... we have a 
habit of throwing a mantle of morality over 
our own wars. We do tend ... to transform 
our wars into crusades . . . . Our current 
Involvement in Vietnam is cast, increasing- 
ly, into a moral mold . . . " 


But would Mr. Commager have said the 


same thing during the agitation from the 
academic 
community 
to 
get us 
more 


thoroughly embroiled in the war against 
Hitler before Pearl Harbor? Commager in 
fact said last week "the Second World War 
did indeed have moral purposes, more 
clearly. I think than almost any war of 
modern times." And we suggest that Mr. 
Commager like a lot. of others, is continu- 
ing to fool himself about the Second World 
War and why we finally had to become 
Involved. 


A more hard-headed thinker is Walter 


Lippmann who in 1943 published a most 
clarifying little volume 
which bears re- 


reading today. In 
U.S. Foreign 
Policy, 


Shield of the Republic. Lippmann made it 
clear that '"we must consider first and last 
the American national interest" in our 
development of foreign policy. He charges 
that for fifty years before World War II 
our foreign policy had become "insolvent" 
because we had extended our commit- 
ments — particularly in Asia — and 


reduced 
our 
ability 
to 
defend 
those 


commitments. 
We 
disarmed, talked 
of 


peace and refused to deal in alliances with 
other countries. It was inevitable that we 
would 
be 
drawn 
into World War II. 


according to Lippmann, because Germany 
threatened Britain and therefore might 
break out of Europe into the Western 
Hemisphere. And Japan of course did 
exactly that in the attack on Hawaii. 


Lippmann predicted in 1943 that China 


would become a major Asian power and he 
gave the alternatives to close 
alliance 


among Britain, Russia 
and the United 


States. Since England is no longer a great 
power and the Soviet Union chose to seize 
Eastern 
Europe, 
there \\as tension 
in 


Europe and danger of war. It has subsided 
as Eastern Europe does become somewhat 
more neutral and Russia is concerned about 
China in the east. Lippmann wrote then of 
the imponderables of a strong China but 
"the 
one end which it is impossible to 


achieve is a stabiization now in the Chinese 
lands, 
in 
India, 
and 
in 
the 
Moslem 


countries " 


Commager warns today that there has 


been "an almost absent minded" extension 
of American commitments so that now we 
are "greatly overextended." According to 
Lippmann \\e did that before and in two 
\\ars were caught unprepared. 


There is another telling comment in 


Lippmann's book. "The 
policy which is 


signified by the Monroe Doctrine became 
an American commonplace, and that is 
w h a t a sound policy must be. For upon the 
effects of foreign policy are staked the 
lives, the fortunes, and the honor of a 
people, and 
a free people cannot 
and 


should not be asked to fight and bleed, to 
work and sweat, for ends which they do not 
hold to be so compelling that they are self- 
eudent." 


A war is never popular. But it is quite 


clear today that the American people have 
not been convinced that South Vietnam is 
so essential to our interests that we should 
be risking stable foreign policy as well as 
an unpredictable number of American lives 
to defend it.
